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A retrospective  exhibition  of  25  New  England  masters 

The  Century  Show  has  been  conceived  as  a means  of  illustrating  some  of  the 
trends  and  themes  that  have  marked  the  course  of  New  England  painting  in  the  last 
100  years.  It  has  been  thought  of,  too,  as  a background  which  might  contribute 
toward  fuller  enjoyment  and  understanding  of  our  contemporaries. 

In  planning  the  Exhibition  at  the  invitation  of  the  Festival’s  Art  Committee,  we  set 
ourselves  three  objectives.  The  first  was  to  pick  from  the  literally  thousands  of  painters 
who  worked  between  1850  and  1950  the  25  most  representative  of  the  period.  The 
second  was  to  locate  works  by  these  painters  which,  for  practical  reasons,  were  avail- 
able in  or  around  New  England.  Lastly,  an  effort  was  made  to  avoid  works  already 
familiar  to  the  public  through  ownership  in  local  museums.  These  were  the  goals.  Not 
all  were  attainable. 

In  hanging,  the  pictures  have  been  arranged  primarily  in  chronological  order  but 
also  with  the  thought  of  grouping  the  various  schools  — the  Impressionists,  the  Boston 
school,  etc.  A word  of  appreciation  on  the  hanging  is  due  to  Lee  Winslow  Court  who 
designed  the  special  glass  cases  without  which  works  of  this  sort  obviously  could  not 
have  been  displayed  out-of-doors. 

As  a final  thought,  may  we  suggest  that  the  selection  be  viewed  as  something  of 
an  appetizer  to  lead  those  who  see  it  to  look  further  into  the  superb  permanent  col- 
lections of  American  painters  open  to  the  public  in  and  around  Boston.
